The couhty committee shall enter in column HE, Section 5, of 
Form 71, such of the practices which have been requested by the operator 
of the ranch and recommended by the renge inspector as it determines will 
effectuate the purposes of the 1942 Agricultural Conservation Program, 
In determining whether given practices are desirable for the particular 
ranch, the committee shall give consideration to the éffect of the prac 
tices in checking the depletion and in rebuilding the vegetative cover 
of range land, in preventing erosion, and in controlling stream flow, 


Before approving any supplemental practices in connection with 
practice number 1 (natural reseeding by deferred grazing), the county 
committee shall satisfy itself that such additional practices sre needed 
in the interest of range conservation on the ranch in question, 


The county committee may approve practices which have already been 
initiated at the time the Form 71 is exocuted, except any which were begun 
by the ranch operstor prior to December 1, 1941, In approving any prac- 
tice for 1942, the committee shall Sates with colored pencil on the 
map of the ranch on the last executed of Form SR-352, Form SR-552, or Form 
71, the location and the extent of the practices which are to be carried 
out.

After the pencil copy of Form 71 (and the pencil copy of Form 70 
if prepared in 1941) has been completed and the county committee has 
found it to be correct, two typed copies, as well as the pencil copy of 
Form 71, shall be signed in Section 4 C by a member of the county committee. 
(If Form 70 has been prépared, both typed copies, as well as the pencil 
copy, shall be signed in Section 3 © by a member of the committee,) It 
is not necessary that the ranch operator or range inspector sign the typed 
copies; however, their signatures must appear on the pencil copy of the 
form(s). The original typed copy of Form 71 (together with the original 
typed copy of Form 70, if prepared) shall be submitted to the State office 
on Form SRS-6, "Transmittal Sheet," in accordance with instructions 
issued by the State office, The other typed copy of Form 71 (together 
with the other typed copy of Form 70, if prepared) shall be handed or 
mailed to the ranch operator, The pencil copies ofall Forms 70 and 71 
shall be retained as a part of the permanent records of the county office.
